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A New Voice 


One of the bright new minds tocome on 
the scene, is that of Walter E. Williams, 
currently associate Professor of 
Economics at Temple University, 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

With challenging views-on many of 
today's social and economic problems, 
Dr. Williams provides new thinking and 
approaches to basic problems affecting 
Negroes. 

In one of his published articles, Dr, 
Williams asked the question: “Who bears 
the burden of the minimum wage?” His | 
views.on this subject are very 
provocative, Dr. Williams says the first 
group consists of youth. The second 
group -- are racial minorities such as 
Negroes and Hispanics, who as aresult of 
racial discrimination and a number of 
other socioeconomic factors, are 
disproportionately represented among 
low-skilled workers. About this Dr. 
Williams says: “These workers afe not 
only made unemployable by the 
minimum wage, but their opportunities to 
upgrade their skills through on-the-job 
training are also severely limited.” 

Another point made by Dr. Williams is 
that: ‘‘---unemployment for some 
population groups is directly related to 
statutory wage minimum and that the 
unemployment effects of the minimum 
wage law are felt.” 

Dr. Williams presents statistics: which 
show that in 1948, Black youth 
unemployment was roughly the same as 
White youth unemployment. He then 
points out that “by 1976, both the labor

Dr. Williams’ explanation’for this 
increase in unemployment is: Faced with 
these facts, one naturally asks, why labor 
market opportunities have deteriorated 
so precipitiously for Black youth. -- “The 
answer,"’ says Dr. Williams, ‘‘lies 
elsewhere, as has already been 
suggested; it lies in the .effect of the 
minimum wage.” 

“The proposed effort to raise the 
minimum wage,” says Dr. Williams, “Will 
have serious unemployment c on s e- 
quences for youth. He says: “If 
(Congress) wishes to bring more youths 
into the labor market, Congress should 
permit firms to hire youth at rates 
considerably less than the adult rate.” He 
says: “Organized Labor is not willing to 
permit even this partial concession to 
economic reality.” 

The result of high minimum wage says 
Dr. Williams is that: Taxpayers are going 
to be called upon to tax themselves to 
support massive federal make-work 
projects to employ the nation's youth. 

As to the assertion of some labor 
people that The Minimum Wage law is an 
anti-poverty weapon, Dr. Williams says: 
“If this were true, we would have an 
instant solution to the world’s poverty and’ 
underdeveloped problems.” 

In a recent column in the Richmond, 
Va., Times-Dispatch, Dr. Walliams 
enunciated his views on the operation of 
the Federal Government Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare (HUD). 
Dr. Williams says, if given his choice, he 


is not a lawyer, he is a school teacher with a 
Central State University background. 

The 21-member Judiciary Committee is 
made up primarily of lawyers. Years ago, how- 
ever, all members.nf this committee wete law- 
yers. But in later years when members of the 
legal profession began reaping a rich harvest 
from their practice, only a handful found the

During the current session, there were 21 
lawyers in the House before Beatty's 
appointment. Of the 33 Senators, only nine list 
their occupation as attorney-at-law. 

Prior to Beatty's appointment, the last black 
lawyer was Calvin C. Johnson of Cincinnati. 
He was elected from the ninth district in 1966. 
Unfortunately, he became involved in a legal 
matter with the courts that raised serious 
question about his character and integrity. As 
a result he resigned from the Senate and sur- 
rendered his legal credentials to the Ohio Bar 
Association and the Ohio Supreme Court. 

Johnson, who is said.to be presently a suc- 
cessful accountant in Atlanta, Ga., served on

Women Should Unite To Push 
Their Causes, Editor Says _ 


Women control the 
spending of nearly 892 mil- 
lion of the trillion dollar 
U.S. gross national pro- 
duct, said Kate Rand Lioyd, 
editor of Working Women 
magazine, but the 44. mil- 
lion women working out- 
side the home do not use 
their power -- their eco- 
nomic clout. 

Mrs. Lloyd was in town to 
address the nearly 800 
guests attending the 56th 
annual Matrix. Table spon- 
sored by Women in Com- 
munications Inc. to Under- 
write its journalism scholar- 
ships. In a fact-filled 
speech, Mrs. Lioyd detailed 
her blueprint for women's 
successful competition in 
the labor market since, she 
predicted, by the year 2000, 
90 percent of all women will 
have to take financial 
responsibility for them- 
selves. 

Women must rid them- 
selves of the old notion that 
by entering the labor 
matket they are taking 
men's jobs. ‘‘Working 
women pay their own way 
and generate more capi- 
tal,” she noted: 


Advocating women must 
also combat old images 
such as “Can women hack 
it in a male-dominated 
work force?” “Will women 
split their loyalties between 
career and home." Mrs, 
Lioyd charged, “We con- 
tribute to these old brom- 
ides by the complicity of 
silence. We must take 
responsibility for our own 
power. We can be success- 
ful if we know who we are. 
We must stop blaming men 
forour plight.” 

She felt a major issue 
was the. fact “women are 
still defined as contingent 
peopte.” Using & bibilical 
reference, she compared 
the current pay ratio of 59 
cents from female workers 
to $1 for males to the 2000 
year old ratio of 30 shekels 
for female worth to 50 
shekels for males. The 
ratio, she noted rightly, had 
not changed in 2000 years.
